Out  of  forty -eight  re- 
ics.  twenty-seven  were  bom  in  the  eoun- 
v ; twenty-two  had  gone  into  the  work 
ider  the  conviction  of  a divine  call ; 
lentv-live  from  a desire  to  engage  m 
iristian  work ; eight  as  a result  of  pasto- 
1 advice,  and  two  from  parental  influ- 
cfr.  Just  thirteen  said  they  had  had  no 
mptation  to  leave  the  ministry;  eight 
ghtly  tempted ; twelve  had  been  inclined. 
\Vards  teaching;  three  had  quit  in  order 
i secure  the  necessities  of  lile ; seven  had 
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Preacher*  and  Debt*. 

A YARN  SPIN  BY  B.  G.  LQWREY. 

Mach  has  been  said  about  the  import- 
ance of  the  preacher’s  meeting  his  finan- 
cial obligations,  and  I agree  with  most 
that  has  l*en  said.  I recently  heard,  a 
member  of  a large  business  firm  say  that 
there  were  on  the  books  of  his  tirm  ac 
counts  amounting  to  .more  than  JlJOO. 
against  preachers,  and  that  most  ot  these 
account.^  were  out  of  date.  I consider  this 
f a very  sad  state  of  affairs,  but  that  is  j-not 
the  side  of  the  question  which  I wis^  to 

’discuss.  i 

A preacher  recently  told  me  that  Missis- 
sippi churches  are  now  owing  him  riiore 
than  $1,000  for  services  rendered  in  ^>ast 
years — mostly  in  very  recent  years;  but 
his  pastorates  with  those  churches  -have 
doted  nnd  he  doesn’t  hope  ever  to  receive 
payment  for  the  work  done.  The  preacher 
ought  to  meet  His  financial  obligations.. 
But  can  we  blame  the  preachers  when  the 
churches  treat  thfcm  this  way  jr  TW-finan- 
cial  obligation  of  a church  tojits  pastor  is 
just  as  much  an  honest  debt  ap  the  money 
any  brother  in  that  church  dwes  to  his 
merchant  for  family  supplies  and  the  dea- 
cons of  the  church  ought  not  to  consider 
that  their  consciences  are  tree  while  the 
church  is  in  debt  to  the  pastor— .neither 
ought  the  membership. 

Let  me  spin  a little  yarn.  In  a certain 
neighborhood  inMississippi.wfes  a preacher . 
Bro.  A.,  who  served  country  Churches.  It 
became  rumored  in  one  of  the.  chttrches 
that  Brother  A teas  not  good  for,his  debts 
an<l  that  his  reputation  in  hif  *own  home 
community  had  Jiecn  much  injured  by  this 
tact.  In  the  suptmer  just  before  time  for 
the  protracted  njeeting.  some  of  the  lead- 
ing  members 'of  tbe  church  dame  together 
and  discussed  thjs  matter,  and  one  brother 
^ t 1,  “It  that  is  the  character  of  oiri  pas- 
tor we  cannot  afford  to  retain  him.  I 
think  we  ought  to  look  into  it  and  take 
s nc  action  on  fhe  matter,  n^id  1 think  we 
t ight  to  sweep  our  house  liefore  we  begin 
■ protracted  moeting.  lie  ctannot  expect 
r’.c  L^rd  to  blesp  us  in  a meeting,  if  that  is 
tne  kind  of  a *n^n  we  are  keeping  as  pastor 
and  the  kind  «4»  man  who  is  to  do  the 
preaching  during  protracted  services." 

So,  after  some  discussion,  it  was  decided 
that  two  brethren  would  quietly  make,  a 
visit  to  the  neighborhood  in  which  the 
preacher  lived  ;jnd  investigate  the  matter. 
They, made-  thr»  visit  and  It  occurred  to 
them  that  a prbminent.  Baptist  merchant 
in  the  preacher's  neighborhood,  would  be 
the  best  man  to  interview.  “"The  mer- 
chant said,  “ Yes.  brethren,  Bro.  A.  is 
somewhat  in  debt.  It  must  be  admitted 
that  his.  reputation  has  suffered  a little  on 
account  it ; but  if  you  will  excuse  me.  I 
wpnt  to  ask  you  a questibin.  Does  your 
church  owe  Brd.  A.  anythi*?”  The  two 
brethren  admitted  that  the*  church  owed 
Bro.  A.  about  $75  for  his  services  as  pas- 
tor. Then  the  merchant  brother  said,  < 
« Well,  brethren,  would  it  npt  be  better  for 
you  to  be  spending  these  2 or  3 days  at 
home  visiting  the  membership find  collect- 
ing this  salary  so  as  to  enable  brother  A 


to  meet  his  debts,  rather  than  spending 
the  time  here  “investigating  him”  for  not 
meeting  his  t ebts. , I have  at  least  this  to 
suggest:  Go  home  and  report  to  your 
'church  and,  f you  arc  going  to  put  Bro. 
A.  on  trial,  i isist  that  every  member  w ho 
was  ever  slo  k meeting  debts  vote  for  him, 
and  evervon : who  never  tailed  to  meet  a 
debt  promptly  vote  against  him. 

The  brethren  went  home  w ith  some  new 
ideas  in  their  heads • which  probably  gave 
them  a hcntjaehe,  and„l  ho|>c  gave  them 
a heartache  They  went  to  work,  collected 
th<  $75.  p4Ti^  it  to  Bro.  A.  and  so  consid- 
crefT their  h >use  swept  and  let  Bro.  A.  go 
ahead  with  the  protracted  meeting.  The 
pastor  tvas  pappy, thankful  ail'd  more  con- 
secrated. 'because  he  had  been  able  to  can- 
cel some  debts  that  had  given  him  trouble 
and  - injured  his  reputation.  The  people 
were  liappl  ami  in  letter  condition  to 
reach  the  {hrone  of  grace,  because  their 
consciences  were  more  nearly  clear  and 
their  conduct  more  nearly  right  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lordl  So  the  result  was  that  this 
country  church  had  the  greatest  revival  of 
its  history. I 


MORAL. 


It  is  very  important  for  a preacher  to 
pay  his  deb  ts,  and  this  fact  ought  to  be 
properly  in  pressed  upon  his  churches. 


The  Celebrated  Mt.  Helm  Baptist 
Church  slnd  Rev.  C.  I’.  Jones  Case. 

We  give  in  these  columns  the  decree  of 
the  court  a id  reasons  therefor  in  the  above 
case.  \Ye  f o this  liecause  some  of  pur  sec- 
ular pajK-rs  have  gotten  the  matter  into  a 
twist,  nnd  vve  are  anxious  that  our  read- 
ers understand  that  the  court  exercised  no 
ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  whatever,  hut 
simply  jurisdiction  over  the  property  rights 
involved. 

Mt.  Helm  baptist  Church  ct  al  v.  C.  P. 
Jones  et  * 1,  Chief  Justice  A.  II.  Whitfield, 
Presiding  : 

This  Court  exercises  no  ecclesiastical  ju* 
nsdiction.  I It  accepts  what  the  highest  ec- 
clesiastical l authority  in  each  church  pro- 
mulgates Jib  the  faith  and  practice  of  that 
church— thkt  authority  under  Baptist  pol- 
itv,  being  tjach  separate  Baptist  church.  11 
we  were  called  on,  in  this  case,  to  say,  for 
ourselves,  jvhat  Baptist  faith  or  creed  is. 
we  should  decline  to  do  so,  for  so  to  do 
would  lie  tt>  exercise  ecclesiastical  jurisdic- 
tion. This  was  a proposition  settled  in  the 
case  of  Nalhan  Smith  et  al  v.  M.  Charles  et 
al  decided  at  the  last  term.  But  the  prop- 
erty righti  of  all  churches  arc  within  the 
protection  of  this  Court,  as  arc  the  prop- 
erty right 4 of  citizens  of  every  class.  There 
is  no  need  here  for  any  declaration  as  to 
what  Bap  :ist  faith  or  creed  is.  The  appel- 
lees have  relieved  us  of  all  difficulty  on  that 
score';  the;  - have  themselves,  by  their  own 
voluntary  act,  that  is  to  say,  by  the  deck- 
ration  solemnly  made  on  the  minutes  ol 
their  chureh,  declared  1st,  that  they  repu- 
diated the  name  “Baptist,”  and  adopted 
in  its  stead  “The  Church  of  God;’’  2nd, 
that  they  repudiated  the  name  “Mt.  Helm 
and  adoptl-d  instead  the  name  “Tabernacle 
of  Christ,’]  thus  changing  the  designation 


of  the  church  fr>m  “Mt.  Helm  Baptist 
Church"  to  the  ’ Church  of  God,  Taint-ma- 
de of  Christ;’’  3rl,  they  have  expressly  re- 
pudiated all  creels  and  denominations  as 
man-made  device  t,  and  then  4-th,  they  have 
proceeded  to  elect,  after  the  schism  in  the 
church,  anil  the  .-xpulsion  of  the  minority 
— some  hundred  and  sixty  [odd  persons  a 
new  set  of  truste-s  and  changed  them  with 
the  duty  of  having  the  church  property 
conveyed  to  the  new  organization,  or  to 
’ the  trustees  for  the  new  organization,  it 
that  could  lie  legally  done.  j Itisidle  to  say 
• that  a majority  faction,  which  has  thus 
severed  itsconncvtion  with  its  old  faith  anil 
organization  in  ! he  most  solemn  form  pos- 
sible. first,  by  s ich  declaration  on  its  min- 
utes, and  second,  by  re-orpanizing  in  pur- 
suance of  that  t cclarationj  along  the  line 
of  a new  church  can  any  longer  cl  aim  to  lie 
the  church  whose  name,  Whose  organiza- 
tion, and  vfhooe  denominational  status, 
such  majority  f iction  have  lx>th  by  words 
and  acts  solemnly  repudiated.  That  is  the 
sole  issue  in  thi  i case,  no  question  of  eccle- 
siastical jurisdiction  lK-ing  involved. 

We  have  nothing  to  do  with,  or  say 
about,  the  idea  however  lieautiful  it  may 
Ik*,  apparently  entertained  by-  apjK-llees, 
that  they  can  li  id  the  lost  Religious  Atlan- 
tis. sailing  uml  .-r  this  new  Hag,  and  estab- 
lish one  new  church,  disconnected  wholly* 
from  all  existin  ' religious  denominations— 
wherein  universal  harmonV  shall  prevail. 

It  is  enough  for  us  that  the  Baptist  church 
as  it  exists  today,  is  one  of  the  well  known 
religious  denon  illations  of  the  world,  and 
that  the  appd  ees  have,  i*  the  manner  in- 
dicated, most  emphatically  and  unfiiistak- 
nbly  repudiate! > it*  and  set  up  and  organ- 
ized a wholly  tew  and  distinct  church  of 
their  own. 

We  think  it  is  clear  that  the  original  do- 
nor of  the  property  constituting  the  Mt. 
Helm  Baptist  Church,  edifice  and  grounds, 
donated  it  for  isc  as  a Baptist  church,  and 
more  specifically  the-  particular  Baptist r 
church  known  as  the  "Mt.  Helm  Baptist 
Church;”  and  that  iti  dedication! to  that 
use  cannot  lie  altered  by  those  openly  pro- 
claiming that  they  are  not  Baptists, 
although  they  may  constitute  a majority 
in  numlier  of  t ic  old  A-hurch.  They  do  not 
claim  as  Baj  tists,  they]  claim  as  “The 
Church  of  God  Tabemale  of  Christ;”  a new 
church  utterly  distinct  and  independent— 
their  effort  to  retain  wh<|n  they  “cast  the 
matter  out’’- -as  their  minutes  say— the 
mere  name  nc  t lK-ing  as  wc  think,  at  all 
determinative  They  diet  not  recall  their 
Elimination  against  all  denominations  and 
creeds,  nor  undo  their  independent  organi- 
zation. 

The  property  is  held  in  trust  by  the 
church  for  th:  purpose  for  which  it  was 
dedicated  by  he  donor  find  for  that  pur 
pose  alone. 

In  this  view  it  is  clear  that  the  learned 
Chancellor  eri  ed  in  his  decree  which  is  re- 
versed and  the  injunction— in  the  lorm  it 
was  as  modified  by  the  epurt  lx:low,  p.  19 
of  record — will  Ik-  reinstated  and  made  per- 
petual  by  a decree  entered  here 
So  ordered 
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SI  oot  the  man  behind  the  Straw.

Church  Letters. 

The  nature  of  a church  letter  is  very  fre- 
quently misunderstood  by  Baptists.  In- 
deed very  few  post  themselves  in  doctrines 
and  practices.  Some  seem  to  think  if  they 
have  letters  of  dismission  that  they  are  out 
of  the  church.  On  the  contrary  they  have 
a certificate  only  of  lieirig  in  membership 
and  will  remain  therein,  " until  joined  to 
another  church  of  the  same  faith  and  or- 
(]cr"_ unless  “ withdrawn  from"  for  un- 
Christian  conduct.  Letters  ought  not  to 
lx-  granted  except  to  specified  churches. 

There  are  but  three  wfivs  of  getting  out 
of  a Baptist  church— bif  dismission  to  an- 
other, by  withdrawal  qf  fellowship,  or  by 
death.  In  the  fir9t  case,  a letter  must  lie 
asked  for;  in  the  second,  an  act  of  disci- 
pline is  required  for  wrong  doing;  in  the 

third,  the  common  lot  oif  mankind.  Chuicli 

organizations  are  practically  subject 
to  the  same  rules ; they  can  unite  wit*- 
others,  lie  withdrawri  from,  or  die,  lik*- 
anti-missionary  bodiefi.  They  may  possi- 
bly disband,  by  unanimous  consent;  but 
even  then  the  menders  must  go  to  other 
churches  Trunk  letters  state  where  indi- 
viduals lielong. 

These  facts  ought  tp  be  taught,  and  in- 
stilled into  everv  braijn,  and  the  names  ot 
dismissed  mcmliers  sljould  be  retained  un- 
til information  is  received  of  their  admis- 
sion into  another  botjy.  If  not  heard  from 
the  church  clerk  shorild  write  by  way  of 
inquiry-.  Our  cities  akid  towns  arc  full  of 
strays;  many  of  whom  are  not  known  as 
Baptists.  And  these)  are  of  course  left  out 
of  our  statistics.  THeyneedlookingafter 
at  both  ends  of  the  line.  ^ 

It  is  ol  doubtful  expediency  to  give  let 
ters  fora  “dissplutidn,”  so-called;  eVcn  if 
legal.  Indeed  it  ifi  fraught  with  great

evils,  and  should  Always  be  avoided. 
Members  arediimisspd  without  theirrequest 
and  perhaps  under  protest— as  they  may 
have  no  cause  but  to  put  their  letters  on 
the  shelf  or  in  their  irunks.

We  have  largely  quit 
that  style,  therefore  tlie  average  young 
Baptist  is  not  ab  e to  distinguish  between 
the  false  and  ti  e true,  consequently  we 
have  come  to  wh;re  we  need  some  one  to 
teach  us  again  " The  first  principles  of  the 
oracles  of  God.” 

3.  The  third  cause  of  our  condition  is 
the  fact  that  wo  preachers  have  almost 
ceased  to  give  t > our  people  expository 
doctrinal  preaching.  I don’t  mean  fight- 
ing; I abominate  the  pugilistic  spirit;  I 
mean  clear  expos  tious  of  the  doctrines  of 
Christ,  so  that  the  churches  may  know 
what  the  Word  of  God  teaches.  Our  ser- 
mons now  are  nu  re  sermonettes,  as  a rule, 
consisting  of  mor  d platitudes  which  pro- 
duce neither  study  nor  spiritual  interest. 
W-e  preachers  are  largely  to  blame  for  our 
present  condition.  Our  Fathers  seemed  to 
feel  that  the  way  to  present  the  distinctive 
doctrines  of  Baptists  was  in  the  combative 
spirit,  and  they  drove  the  churches  to  a 
perfect  dread  of  d oct rinal sermons,  and  we, 


salvation,  but  each  one,  according  to  his 
or  her  ability,  .should  grow  in  grace,  and 
in  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  into 
teachers  of  the  Word.  They  ought  to 
have  l>een  teachers  but  they  were  not.  No- 
tice what  their  Condition  really  was: 

1.  They  had  lost  their  grasp  on  the  very 
first  principles  of  the  oracles  of  God.  The 
Apostle  told  t lem  that  they  needed  some 
one  to  tench  t lem  again  the  rudiments  of 
the  first  principles  of  Christ.  They  had 
become  dull  and  uncertain  in  their  knowl- 
edge of  the  foundation  doctrines  of  Christ. 
Yet,  brethren]  he  treats  them  as  believers. 
How  many  in  our  churches  today  arc  in 
the  same  condition?  Some  have  l>een 
members  of  the  churches  five.ten,  or  twenty 
years;  they  have  God’s  word  in  their 
homes;  they  have  heard  it  preached  time 
after  time,  an|l  they  ought  bv  now  to  Ik* 
teachers,  but  instead  they  need  to  be 
taught  agaitvkhe  first  principles  of  the  doc- 
trines of  Christ. 

2.  You  will  notice  that  they  had  be- 
come such  as  had  need  of  milk  and  not  of 
strong  meat.  By  reason  of  ignorance  and 
disuse  their  spiritual  digestion  had  become 
weak,  and  tney  were  "unskillful  in  the 
Word  of  righteousness.”  Soft,  sickly,  sen- 
timental, bapyish  dyspeptics,  doing  no 
good  for  the  cause  of  Christ  Jesus.  Breth- 
ren, we  have  jninv  like  them  today,  surely 
theymust  have  fecnBaptists.  That  2.brings 
us  now  to  notice  the  special  lessons  to  us, 
suggested  by  (the  text.  Taking  the  expres- 
sions “ye  have  need  that  some  one  teach 
you  again,  “aad“ve  are  become  such  as  have 
need  of  milk,'!  we  gft  to  the  subject — Our 
Special-  needs  J 

First : iit  need  to  realize  fully  our  condi- 
tion as  the  churches  of  Christ.  We  are  los- 
ing our  hold  | upon  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  Chfist.  Our  people  are*  not  as 
clear  in  their  pnderstanding  ofthe  distinct- 
ive doctrines  of  Christ,  as  we  hold  them, 
as  they  used  to  be.  We  lack  unanimity  of 
teaching,  and  hearty  co-operation  sis 
preachers  and  chqrehes  in  the  doctrines  of 
Christ,  the  spread  of  t^he  gospel,  and  the 
great  works  of  benevolence  and  education. 
We  /ire  specially  losing  our  hold  on  spirit- 
ual worship  and  a spiritual  church  mem- 
bership, and  are  drifting  into  cold  formal 
worship,  and  a nominal  membership  who 
can  tell  nothing  ofan  experience  of  regenera- 
ting grace.  This  is  a sad  picture,  but  you 
know  it  expresses  the  facts.  : I grieve  in 
the  very*  depths  of  my  souLat  the  dead 
formality  and  the  spiritlessness  of  our 
churches. 

I What  are  the  causes  of  this  condition  ? 
\s  I see  it  there  are  three  causes:  1.  Our 
S.  S.  literature,  which,  in  following  the  ar- 
ranged lessons  and  the  popular  trend  of 
the  day,  avoids  everything  distinctively 
Baptistic  doctrinal  and  spiritual,  and 
teaches  merely  the  geography,  topography 
and  biography,  of  the  Bible.  Now  don’t 
understand  me  to  be  against  S.  S.  I go  to 
S.  S.  every  Sunday  and  study  the  lessons, 
but  this  is  one  cause  of  our  lack  of  real  Bi- 
ble study,  and  of  our  ignorance ; yes  even 
our  forgetfulness,  of  the  fundamental  doc-

If  all  the  Baptists  in  Mississippi  would 
do  their  duty,  we  could,  this  year,  put  our 
college  on  an  equal  financial  footing  with 
Richmond,  or  Wake  Forest,  or  William 
-Jewel.  And  why  should  the  Baptists  of 
Virginia  and  North  Carolina  and  Missouri, 
have  more  extensive  and  efficient  institu- 
tions than  we?  But  those  institutions 
were  built  and  equipped  and  endowed  by  a 
few.

How  does  the  following  sound,  comind 
as  it  does  from  our  Campbellite  friends  who 
so  loudly  declaim  against  creeds,  and  whd 
so  vociferously  declare  that  they  have  nc 
creed. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  “Gospe 
Messenger,”  a Campbellite  paper  publishec 
in  Birmingham,  Ala.: 

"We  disciples  of  Christ,  wear  no  nanu 
but  Christ ; have  no  priest  but  Christ ; ac 
cept  no  creed  but  Christ ; submit  to  no  au 
thority  but  Christ's;  ask  people  to  lielievi 
on  Christ;  to  repent  toward  Christ;  t< 
confess  Christ ; to  lie  baptized  into  Christ 
to  walk  with  Christ ; to  live  for  Christ,  an< 
plead  for  unit}-  in  Christ.  Christ  is  our  all 
and  in  all.” 

What  is  the  above  but  a declaration  of 
what  they  teach  and  insist  upon.  It  is  ta 
be  taken  for  granted  that  what  they  teaci 
is  what  they  believe.  Then  wherein  da 
they  differ  in  the  matter  of  a creed  from1 
others.  Baptists  have  a declaration  of. 
principles.  Campbellites  call  that  a creeill 
They  have  the  same  thing,  but  they  say  il 
is  not  a creed.  It  is  only  a catch.  They 
claim  to  take  only  “the  book”  and  follow 
it.  Wc  claim  to  do  the  same  thing. 

In  the  above  statement  taken  from  th| 
“Gospel  Messenger,”  the  editor  says  they 
wear  no  name  hut  Christ;  and  yet  in  thfl! 
same  sentence  he  says:  "We  disciples  oil 
Christ, '*  in  which  he  calls  them  “disciples. | 
They  have  in  the  past  called  themselves 
“reformers,”  “disciples,”  “Christians,  jj 
“The  Christian  Church,”  and  what  else  E 
do  not  know.  Jesus  did  not  call  Hi?  disc  -t 
pics  Christians,  neither  does  Luke,  wh  J 
tells  us  that  they  were  first  called  Chris  J 
tians  at  Antioch,  hut  immediately  after! 
wards  speaks  of  them  as  disciples.  Pat  | 
addressed  them  as  “saints,”  “the  elect,  | 
etc.,  but  never  by  the  appellation  of  Chris! 
tians.  Peter  once  refers  to  the  disciple i 
suffering  as  Christians,  indicating  tom! 
mind  that  the  term  Christian  was  appliej 
to  the  disciples  rather  as  a term  of  n| 
proach,  because  they  were  followers  t f 
Christ. 

Again  the  Messenger  says:  "We  as* 
people  to  repent  toward  Christ.”  Heiq 
they  are  not  with  “the  book."  Paul  sai  J 
he  preached  " repentance  toward  God,  an  J 
faith  toward  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  The 
apostle  evidently  meant  the  Father  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  Son,  and  the  Son  qs 
distinguished  from  the  Father,  when  he  de- 
clared that  he  preached  repentance  towar  ^ 
God,  and  taith  toward  the  Lord  Jesqs 
Christ. 

The  Campbellites  have  just  as  much  i 
creed  as  do  the  Baptists,  and  as  to  their 
taking  only  "the  word,”  they  take  it  onh- 
where  it  fits  into  their  creed.
